lived in 1'uterson for over a year, llu 
appears to have had various names. The 
one he gave when taken into custody for 
the murder of the' king of Italy was one, 
another wits Augehis Uressi, and still an- 
i>tber, the one by which he will be known, 
lo those who knew him in I'aterson, was 
Caetauo Bressi. lie was 'employed in 
Ilamil & Booth's silk mills. His close 
friend there was Caribou! Sperandio, the 
man who a few weeks ago shot down 
his foreman and then killed himself, 
leaving behind a letter telling how he had 
boeu selected by lot to kill King Humbert 
and, having a choice owing to his living 
so far away from Italy, killed the fore- 
man instead. A few months ago a man 
said to be Count Molcteski, the head of 
the Italian anarchists, was in I'atersou. 
and during his stay Sperandio and Brest-i 
were his companions, and they showed 
him about the city and introduced him 
to others in the city and wore his men- 
tors there. It would seem that, his friend 
having faltered at regicide, Bressi took 
up his burden where Sporaudio refused it 
and went across the ocean to carry out 
the decree that Humbert should die. 


In manners Bressi was i|tiiet. Men who 


worked beside him in Ilamil & Booth's 
mill say he was the last one they would 
select as an assassin, lie wont about his 
work quietly. lie spoke little and vol- 
unteered nothing about himself. 
When 


there was a shop call and the men wont 
on one of their numerous strikes, Bressi 
left his looms obediently, but was novel 
one of the first. Kach Saturday night he 
loft the mill and hurried away. lie went 
to Iloboken, where his wife and littlo 
girl are said to live. Ho never brought 
them to I'aterson. 
He remained away 


until Monday morning. He roomed at 
32." Straight street and later at :!li7 
Straight street, right in the center of the 
anarchist section. His meals were taken 
lit the. Hotel Bartholdt. The proprietor of 
the hotel says he knows the man well, 
Rrossi, according to the proprietor, camo 
into his place three times a day for six 
days u week. He was never there on Sim- 
days. Beyond bidding tho time of day to 
tho proprietor and the waiter he spok,' 
to none. 
Ho was tall and dark nnd 


had stooping shoulders. To some it wa< 
known that his radical ideas wore ex- 
treme nnd that he was of the inner cir- 
cle of the anarchists. 


William J. Orr, tho foreman of tho 


silk mill, said Hint hnd Bressi nskod him 
for n letter recommending him to silk 
manufacturers he would hnve written 
him a strong one. He wns n good work- 
man on liroad goods, he said, ami never 
raised any trouble. 


Hnd it fiinnil Ileoord. 


At the boarding house it wa-: tbp same 


story. 
He came and wont regularly and 


never cave nny trouble. Others say they 
never knew him to appear to have eon- 
lidence in himself but for the short tlmo 
Count Moletcski wns in the city.

anarchists. Men here who are familiar 
more or loss with the workings of the 
organization say that for years Paterson 
has contained more of the society than 
any other city in the United States with 
the possible exception of Chicago. There 
is a strong socialist element in Paterson, 
and the anarchists formerly worked with 
this element without allowing the so- 
cialists to know that it had the support 
of tlie violent ones. 


The anarchists tried to control tho so- 


cialists nnd, failing, dropped awny from 
the movement and denounced tho so- 
cialists because, of their peacefulness and 
claimed that they wore traitors, al- 
though the socialists had never tried any- 
thing but peaceful methods and were 
purely political and lawabiding. 


The anarchists embraced every strike 


in Paterson for a long time as a means of 
fomenting trouble, nnd during the great 
silk strike three years ago, the strike 
which drove the silk industry to locate 
factories', in different pints of the coun- 
try, the anarchists did more than any 
one else to bring about the removal o( 
manufacturers. 
They used 
dynamite, 


and, although their efforts to destroy fac- 
tory buildings were mostly frustrated, 
they created such a feeling of uneasiness 
that the manufacturers moved. 


Patorson'sLittle Italy has been a source 


of much trouble. There havo been many 
xtabhiugs and assaults. 
Only a few 


months ago an Italian woman who ap- 
parently had never harmed any one was 
walking along a lonely road just outside 
of the city when sot npon and stabbed. 
She recovered, but no reason for the as- 
xanlt could ever be ascertained by the 
authorities. 
During the last two yenw or so many 


anarchists have been leaving Peterson, 
and they went to Union Hill and Home- 
stead, in Hudson county. 
There they

late lamented P. T. Barnum, the aborig- 
inal creator of the "greatest show on 
earth," was in his clay and generation a 
mnn misunderstood—a man who, as 
Wordsworth puts it, "wandered lonely as 
u cloud" eveia amid the throngs gathered 
by tho more superficial attractions of his 
oirous. Dealing on so vast a scale in wild 
beasts and human monstrosities, few but 
a select group of bosom friends knew him 
for what he really was, a inoralist in dis- 
guise of tho .3Bsop type—a man who, while 
ho talked beasts, meant men. 


In tho earlier stages of his career posi- 


tive reprobation was heaped on his head 
by thousands who, to use their own coarse 
language, felt they had been Jeremy did- 
dled in paying a quarter each to revel in 
tho vision of the beautiful "Jb'iji mer- 
maid" sitting on a rock and combing her 
golden locks, only to find inside tho tent 
the stuffed skin of a sho baboon glued on 
tho tail of a codfish. "Your reprobation is 
misdirected," retorted Barnum. "True, 
I havo got the quarters, but then in return 
you havo got tho experience. 
Mermaids 


are a-stbctic, anatomical and psychologic 
impossibilities. 
Tho one thing needful 


was to work In you a drastic, realistic 
cure. My show is strictly moral, and now 
it remains with you, as you chew tho cud 
of sweet and bitter rellections, to extract 
tho moral." Thus from tho start was 
manifest the serious, didactic cast of the 
great man's mind. 


That in so obtuse n world as this a inor- 


alist of the type of Barnum was at tho out- 
set misunderstood is only natural. When, 
for example, ho first loomed up before tho 
American public as tho one man on tho 
planet of tho hardihood to shoot a full 
grown live woman out of a cannon and 
catch hrr on tho Jly in a wavy net as big as 
a porgy seine, who for a moment dreamed 
that underlying all tho pageantry of so 
sensational n spectacle lurked a pregnant 
moral les=ou? Yet to Barnum tho moral 
wns tho ono serious consideration. To UFC 
his favorite natural history figure of speech 
—for the turn of his mind was hinhlj 
metaphorical—tho moral stood out plait: 
as a jackass' ears. 
In his eyes the rest 01 


tho exhibition, tho whole external show, 
was mere embellishment, mere rhetoricn 
emphasis to excite tho sluggish minds of 
tho thoughtless nnd stimulate them to re 
(lection. 


"Hero"—ho would break out in hif 


more expansive hours of perhaps venial 
self exultation—"here is my grand para 
ble, my dramatic moral masterpiece. Tho 
supreme moral forces of tho individuu' 
nnd of society are momentum and control 
Momentum by itself is, headlong and do 
fatructlvo. Control by itself is tame and 
even sappy. 
In harmony they becom 


sublime as the centripetal und eentrifugu 
forces of tho solar system. 
Preachers ii 


tho pulpit essay indeed to expound tlu 
tamo doctrine. Preachers, however, hav 
no such magnificent apparatus of lllustra 
tiou at command as has tho proprietor o 
a circus, and eo all remains in tho realn 
of vagueness and abstraction. Their hear 
ors fall asleep, but when bang goes mj 
big cannon and, lo, 150 pounds of gloriou 
womanhood—-rose red, lily white, shining 
ly bespangled—is seen hurtling throng] 
tho air tho dullest head clears up.

of » Mexican Bird In Stor- 


ing;'Up Winter troWsions. 


Fred A. Obor contributes an article to 


it. Nicholas entitled' ''A Bird's- Store- 
house; or, The Carpenter Bird,'.' Mr. Ober 
ells of tho .California woodpecker that 
bores holes ih'troes and then fills them up 
with acorns. Ho adds: 


Down lq Mexico thero lives a" similar 


woodpecker who stores his nuts and acorns 
n the hollow stalk? .of <the yuccas nnd 
magucys. These holjow stalks ore sepa- 
rated by joints into several cavities, and 
tho sagacious bird has somehow found this 
out and bores a hole at the upper end of 
each joint nnd another at tho lower, 
through which to extract tho acorns when 
wanted. Then it fills up the stalks solidly 
and leaves its stores there until needed, 
safe from tbo depredations of any other 
thievish bird or four footed animal. 


The flrst place In which this curious 


tiablt was observed was on a bill in tho 
midst of a desert. Tiro hill was covered 
with yuccas and inagneys, but tho nearest 
oak trees wero 30 miles away, and FO, it 
was calculated, these industrious birds 
had to make a flight of 60 miles for each 
ncorn stowed thus in the stalks. 


An observer of birds remarks, "There 


are several strange features to bo noticed 
in tnct-o facts—tho provident instinct 
which prompts this bird to lay by stores 
of provisions for the winter, the greuc dis- 
tance traversed to collect a kind of food so 
unusual for its race and its seeking in a 
place so remote from its natural abode a 
storehouse so remarkable." 


Can instinct alono teach or ba-vo experi- 


ence and reason taught these birds that, 
far better than tho bark of trees or crevices 
in rocks or any other hiding place, nro 
these hidden cavities the}' make for them- 
selves within tho hollow stems of distant 
plants? 


This v\o cannot answer. 
But wo do 


know that one of tho most remarkable 
birds in our country is this California 
woodpecker, and that ho is well entitled 
to his Mexican namo of el carpiutero— 
the carpenter bird.

CHARITY 'fN FflANCtf. 


CustoiUH Aboard Ship Concerning It—Saw- 


ing and Splitting the Kindlings. 


The galley stovo has u ruck around the 


top to keep the pots and kettles from elid- 
ing off when the ship pitches mid rolls. 
Homo stoves are provided also with Iron 
straps, which can bo secured to the raek, 
across tho top of tho sto\ e, over the pote 
and kettles, so that they cuu't slide at all, 
but aio held down to ono bpot. Ah far as 
tho lire itself in concerned, that is kept just 
as it would bo in a stove ashore. 


On American deep water ships tho com- 


mon cubtom is to burn hard coal, and tho 
lire is built anew every day. It Is let go 
out after supper hits been prepared and is 
built up again in tho morning. The cook 
is an early riser, for on these ships it 
customary to ^ivo the w atch on deck cof- 
fee at half past. 4 or 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 
On some ships tho men get a little 


snack of something to cut with it. For 
tho preparation of this early coffee tho cook 
makes, a wood fire. 
When tho coffee 


been made, ho puts ou coal and starts up 
the lire for tho day. 


The wood used is usually cord \vood 


sawed and split. 
When a ship is at sea, it 


is not eomenicnt to run out and get a 
bundle of kindling wood at tho store, uiid 
an ample supply of firewood is taken 
aboard at tho outset. 
The customs, as to 


this wood vary. 
Homo ships take aboard 


regular cord wood, which is both Kiwed 
and split aboard; some have tho wood 
sawed into lengths ashore and take it 
aboard in that shape to be split up as need- 
ed on the ship. Thero may at times be 
some wood that hat, been u&Jft for dun- 
nage and can bo saw ed up. 


As to who saws and splits tho wood on 


tho ship, customs \ary also. 
Oftenost, 


probably, the cook does, sawing and split- 
ting enough to last perhaps two or threu 
dajsaCa time. If there are boys on the 
ship, they are likely to saw the wood. Oil 
some ships tho sailors saw it and split it 
and stack it up for tho cook, who is sup- 
posed to have enough to do in his regular 
duties.—New York Sun.

from tho Delaware hay, from Morris river 
to Cape May. The average amount gath- 
ered in the season Is » ton n clay. Tho 
work of gathering and transporting it, 
and then weaving it into the rfnny forms 
which it must tnko before becoming sala- 
ble, constitutes a considerable industry. 


One of tho most elaborate uses to which 


this material is put is that of covering 
sofas. 
Very many of the supposed plush 


covered divans are really covered with a 
fabric of cattail. It wears better than the 
plush, and is infinitely cheaper. 


The same argument that applies to the 


sofu is applicable to the pillow. 
Very of- 


ten, however, such pillows gp,by another 
nome. 


Sofa pillows nlso arc mado of cattail, be- 


cause n pillow avowedly covered with cat- 
tail would probably bo regarded with con- 
tempt. Call it Alaskan plush, however, or 
Shetland wool thnt has Ue^u, .treated by a 
new process, and it will sell reodily enough, 
and give good satisfaction too. •

Natural Reforestation. 


That several years commonly elapse be- 


tween the burning and the starting of new 
coniferous grov\th fiecms Indicated by the 
two following observations, tho first in 
the canyon of tho Cache la Poudrc, on a 
tract Hint wns burned, according to relia- 
ble authority, in tho summer of 1881. As 
examined in 1H94, 13 years after burning, 
grasses wero abundant among tho dead 
logs, thero vvero a few shrubs and a scat- 
tering growth of pines (Pinus contorta, 
variety mnrrayana), tbo largest of which 
was 20 inches high nnd 7 ycarscld. Here it 
was apparently six years after tho fire that 
tho lirst pino treo started. 


Tho other «4jscrvation was made on u 


tract extending south and west from 
Chambers' lake, which was burned over in 
July, WOO. I passed through the burned 
district a month after tho fire and was 
greatly impressed with tho absolute de.so- 
lation. No green thing remained. 
Tho 


ground and everything upon it was clad 
in somber black. Animal life was absent, 
and there was something so oppressive in 
tho desolate solitude that I wns glad to 
reach green timber again. A second visit- 
to this tract was made four years later, in 
July, 1894, and lc wns with a feeling of 
keen disappointment thnt I noted how 
Blight n change four years had wrought.

Dcpciidenco on tlio Text of 


the Service—Actors Anxious to Avoid 
Memorizing Whenever Possible—The 
Prompter In German Theaters. 


One of the accusations most frequently 


brought against that convenient; faculty 
known ns memory is that it is treacherous. 
While pretending with every appearance of 
honesty to to Its owner's faithful servant, 
it is merely awaiting a particularly awk- 
ward moment, Bay the critics, to betray 
him Sgnomlniously. It Is unquestionably 
true that modern memories, tlie best of 
them, tiro degenerates when compared with 
the ancient ones. If the task of perpetu- 
ating Homer's "Iliad" and "The Arabian 
Nights' Entertainment" flow depended 
wholly upon Borne one's ability to memo- 
rize those long production?, it is quite safe 
to assume that tho next generation would 
hear them in an exceedingly abridged form. 


But the fault of its present weakness 


cannot bo laid altogether at the door of 
memory itself. That is probably still capa- 
ble of performing vastly more than it ever 
docs at present, but, like all servants, it 
must bo trained and then kept up to its 
work. Whether on the whole this is worth 
while Is another question. It would un- 
doubtedly be most convenient on many oc- 
casions to recall things at will, without 
any written assistance. But considering 
the time in which wo live, when every- 
thing worth remembering Is printed, or 
can lx) without much trouble, there is lit- 
tle real need for much memorizing. The 
majority of people prefer to be dependent 
upon books and notes rather than to con- 
vert their heads into storerooms, the stock 
of which is likely to be considerably jum- 
bled up and, at least in part, rubbish. 


It ia a peculiar fact that a speaker who 


is accustomed to rely upon some outside 
aid to his memory, even though he may, 
by much repetition, have learned tho words 
by b<"art, is almost always thrown into 
confusion if the usual aid is suddenly with- 
drawn. Episcopal clergymen who have 
read tho pcrhoesof tlio church for many 
years are good examples of this. Most of 
them confess to tlio worst of verbal mem- 
ories. Although they actually know the 
whole sushtuncc of the ritual as well as 
they do their own names, they have grown 
so used to reading it, that the absence of 
the familiar printed, lines would drive 
words nnd Ideas completely out of their 
hcjuls. 
Many of them are "slaves of tho 


book" down to the shortest portions of tho 
service, not even venturing 
t<c> recite the 


Lord'* Prayer without the text ut hand. 
Not infrequently this absolute dependence 
is the entire of odd delays and mistaken. 


There is a certain clergy man who has, 


however, a precisely opposite method. For 
one thing he has memorised the marriage 
Kcrlvce so perfectly that he ncier refreshes 
his mind on any point by reading it, and, 
in fact, does not even hiuo u book within 
reach. This latter practice often nppcura 
like tempting fatu to thoso who hoar him, 
und many a gui'st has speculated, as ho 
listened, upon what would happen if tho 
minister's memory Middcnly played him a 
trick. 


On the stage a similar state of affairs 


may be found. It might ho thought that 
since they are required by the nature of 
their work to memorize so much, actors 
would IInd tlie tusk nn easy one in time, 
and would not object to a trille more or 
leKn of It. 
lint this is not so. As a rule 


they ne\er learn anything which there is a 
poHKililii chance for reading. If a few lines 
are to bo spoken behind the, scenes or any- 
where out of sight, of the audience, the ae- 
t<ir hiti a copy of them and SUVCH himself 
the trouble of committing tin1 passage to 
memory. All stage letters rejid by actor.-* 
an' fully written out, and the player, in 
spite of the mini! er of Unit s lie has repeiit- 
id the words, could not do MI without, the 
paper bcloro him to«i\e his h'fu. Reading 
with a view to remembering the exact 
words and reading without any hueh pur- 
pose nre two entirely different operations. 


Mrs. Kendal, however, does not believe 


In the customary way of managjlng the let- 
ter business. She inci.sts upon having any 
member of her company under such clr- 
cuiuHtances get the letter by heart, so that 
in case the-proper piece of paper should be 
lout, any blank sheet might bo instantly 
substituted and the difference never be de- 
tected. 


In a German theater, where it is usual 


to produce a large number of plays chang- 
ing the bill every two or three nights, tlio 
work of tho actors would be exceedingly 
hard but for the extraordinary method of 
prompting which is employed. Instead of 
standing in the wings and rendering his 
services only on the rare occasions when 
sonii-nctor forgets bis lines, the prompter 
nits in n hood, like that at the Metropolitan 
Operu House, directly In front of the mid- 
dlo of the stage. Tho hood looks somewhat 
like nn exaggerated footllght, nnd Its shape 
nerves to throw back the prompter's voice 
toward the people on tlie stage. Sitting 
hero he reads the whole piny through from 
lieglnning to end, keeping just a linen bead 
of the actors, tfueh a process sounds ns if 
it would 1)0 extremely confusing to every 
ono in tho play, but they have accustomed 
themselves to dcjicnd upon this support. 
The rather low monotone in which the 
prompter reads is not audible to tho rent 
uf the house, except sometimes to those in 
the first row or in the stage boxes. 
At 


tlie opera tho prompter generally repeats 
the first words of each line of the air dur- 
ing the jx'rformanco. 


Wingers are as much averse ns actors to 


learning what muy just as well be read. 
M. C'ftstcljiwry, who sang behind the 
scenes, (be part of tho dm gun lrafner 
in "Siegfried," did BO entirely from his 
notes, and Miss Schilling, tho voice of tho 
bird, follows tlie same mtthod.—New York 
Tribune.

His performances with 
coppc rlicads, rattlers and vipers are a con- 
stant source of wonder and amazement to 
all who know him, nnd even to bis lifelong 
friends there is a large element of mystery 
about the man nnd his strange power over 
Biinkcs. 


lie takes great pride in this respect, and 


when among strangers it is u favorite form 
of amusement with him to hunt up some 
ugly looking specimen of the serpent fqm- 
Hy—the more deadly the better it fits his 
purpose—and to. let the reptile sink its 
venomous fangs in bis bare arm or hand. 


Recently, while on a visit in the moun- 


tains of western Pennsylvania, a half doz- 
en spotted vipers were found in a bunch 
under a stone. Rolling tip tho sleeve of 
bis coat until his arm was bare to the el- 
bow, Witmer proceeded with his other 
hand to take the largest and ugliest look- 
ing viper by the tail, and shaking him 
apart from the rest of tho snakes, swung 
him about until he was thoroughly en- 
raged. He then allowed the viper to sink 
its teeth in his arm. 


Then one by one tho other vipers were 


picked up and allowed to seize the arm un- 
til there were a full half dozen of the spot- 
ted, writhing things hanging from Wit- 
mer's flesh and winding themselves about 
the arm in a very frenzy of rage. When 
the spectators were sufficiently horrified, 
the man took the snakes one by one by the 
tail and shaking them loose from his arm, 
killed them by snapping them like the lash 
of a whip. 


For tho rest of the day no one would 


have been surprised to seo the man drop 
dead at any moment, but, on the contrary, 
ho seemed among the liveliest of tho party. 
There wns :io swelling of the arm nor any 
numbness of the flesh, tho only trace of tho 
exhibition being a number of tiny red 
spots on tho arm, which looked as if a 
needle had punctured the flesh. Those 
m-.ro the marks of the snake's fnngs. 


Witmer himself says of the strange pecu- 


liarity which lie possesses that it is some- 
thing inherited from bis ancestors, one in 
each generation back as far as be knows 
having had this same immunity from tl)6 
poison of \enomous reptiles.

try to explain it," paid he. "All I know 
is that I have no fear of snake bites, nml 
although I have been bitten hundreds of 
times', I never felt the t-lightest ill effects 
from any of them. 


"It is only a pastime for mo to bunt nnd 


catch the most deadly serpents, and a pe- 
culiar feature of it is that once a snake has 
bitten me 1 have no difficulty In taming it. 
In fact, at homo 1 have (i number of pet 
rattlers and copperheads which know me 
and will come when I call them just like 
a dog. I seem to have the Fame power over 
animals nnd Imvo yet to meet fho first 
wild animal I cannot tame."—Now York 
Herald.

July 10 repeatedly attacked by Chinese 
troops on all sides. Both rifle and artil- 
lery tire. 
" 'Since July 16 an armistice, but a cor- 


don is strictly drawn on both sides of the 
position. Chinese barricades close to 
ours. 
" "All women and children in the Brit- 


ish legation. Casualties to date, 02 kill 
ed, including Captain Strouts. A num- 
ber of wounded in hospital, including 
Captain Hallidny. Rest of legation all 
well except David Oliphaiit and Warren, 
kjlled.' " 


There had been no liring on the lega- 


tions since July 17. The consul adds: 


"A reliable messenger who failed to 


enter Peking, but reached there, returns, 
stating that th»re was no firing on the 
legations between July 15 and 1!V 


In view of this evidence the British 


government is convinced the legations 
are safe. 


Sir Chi Chen, Chinese minister in Lon- 


don, 
hns been informed by 
telegraph 


that Li Hung ('hang, conjointly wilh oth- 
er viceroys nnd governors, has me- 
morialized the throne to urge the imme- 
diate sending of the foreign representa- 
tives under escort to Tien-tsin <>r the 
restoration to them of fw telegraphic 
communication with their governments.

Mr. Brodrick added that the council of 


admirals decided on July 111 th:it the 
rnilrond between Taku nnd Tion-tsin 
should be guarded and managed by the 
Russians. The government has inform- 
ed Russia it ncnnioscod, as the arrange- 
ment' might be the most convenient, but 
that it must bo understood clearly tho 
lint' would revert to its former manage- 
ment — that is, tho British — on the ter- 
mination of hostilities. 


Mr. Brodrick added ho did not know 


who was to have supremo command. 
British troops would be available to co- 
operate with tho allies, lint no arrange- 
ment has been made to put them under 
command of foreign officers.

LONDON AND PARIS. 


A Strtilng Contest lu the General Ajpec* 


of toe Two Capital*. 


The shortcoming of London as a capital 


olty is that it is almost; entirely devoid of 
tho qualities of spaciousness and statell- 
uess. It is not BO much like a capital city 
ag llko n very large nnd overgrown provin- 
cial town. The few hours' run to Paris 
forces upon our attention the contrast be- 
tween a mere to^n nnd a capital city in 
tho true sense'of tho word, for in Paris we 
find, In the first place, a far greater num- 
ber of buildings on a largo scale and with 
an expression of palatial- dignity. 
The 


Notional gallery and Somerset House nro 
tiie best things wo have to opposo to tho 
rich statollnoss of tho Louvro. 
The Paris 


Opera House has its faults. 
But compare 


it with tho cold commonplace of Covent 
Garden theater. Tho Marble arch, a pretty 
design of its class, is all wo .have to set in 
opposition to tho stately p'llo of tho Aro do 
1'Etoilo, with its grandiose if not alto- 
gether refined sculptural decoration. But 
tho contrast is oven more remarkable when 
wo compare the general aspect and laying 
out of the two cities. 


In Paris we have in all tho best streets 


of tho city broad roads, ample footways, 
tail and stately stone houses—en element 
of effect chiefly rendered possible by tho 
prevalence of the system of building houses 
in flats—and rows of trees everywhere 
forming a delightful combination with tho 
buildings. Moreover, the city is laid out 
with a view to statoliness of effect In the 
alignment of the streets and the placing 
of . tho buildings in relation to them und 
to each other. Great part of tho effect of 
1'Etoilo arch arises from Its position at the 
meeting point of a number of streets spe- 
cially set out in relation to it and from 
each of which it forms an cffocti\o ter- 
mination of the vista. This question of 
alignment is never overlooked in Paris in 
considering the setting out of new streets 
and tho placing of new buildings or tho 
planning of the streets in relation to old 
buildings. In London, one m:iy say, It is 
ne\er even thought of.—National Ro\iew. 


CHAFFEE AT TAKU. 


An Early Advance on Poking In 


Hoped For. 


Washington, July 31.—Major General 


Chnffee has cabled the war department 
announcing his arrival at Tnku Satur- 
day night. 
It is supposed that he has 


gone on to Tien-tsin. 


Although Lieutenant San ford of the 


signal corps said in a dispatch to Gen- 
eral Greely that ''further ndvance mny 
not be made before September." it is ex- 
pected that General Chaffee will strongly 
oppose any such delay. His instructions 
are to exert all his influenee for an par- 
ly advance. 
War department officials 


rely on the American commander to find 
out speedily the exact situation which 
confronts the international forces. Gen- 
eral Chaffee is pre-eminently a scout. 
He has always made it his first duty to 
find out the lay of the land and the dis- 
position of the hostile forces. 
It was 


this quality that made him an effective 
Indian fighter, and he wns practically 
the only American commander at San- 
tiago who did any scouting or knew 
' much about the ground over which his 
command was to advance. 


Military men in Washington have all 


along insisted that the international 
commanders 
were overestimating 
the 


fighting "power of the Chinese troops. 
The defeat of the great force of Chinese 
at Tien-tsin by n much smaller number 
is cited as evidence of this, ns well ns the 
fact that the little bands of marines in 
the Peking legations were able to resist 
the attacks of hordes of Chinese from 
June 20 to mid-July. That any legation 
buildings remain standing and any of 
their inmates alive after being subjected 
to fire for nearly a month is regarded 
here as little short of marvelous and 
showing- the lack of efficiency of the Chi- 
nese. 


The war Department has ordered two 


more batteries ot artillery to China—C 
of the Seventh regiment, now at Fort 
Adams, R. I., and M of the same regi- 
ment, now at 
Washington barracks. 


They will go by way of Nagasaki nnd in 
tho event of a settlement of the Chinese 
troubles will be sent to the Philippines,

Under His Direction Slavery 'Was Abol- 


ished lu New York State. 


John Jay is one of the most interesting 


characters in our national history. 
Ho 


was born in New York city Dec. 12, 1743, 
of Huguenot stock, nnd graduated from 
King's—now Columbia—college. Ho wivs 
admitted to tho bar in 1768 and immedi- 
ately became one of tho most prominent 
supporters of tho colonial cause. 
Ho was 


s colonel in tho patriot army, chief of the 
New York supremo court, member of tho 
continental congress and tho author of his 
own state's constitution. 
He was minis- 


ter to Spain two years, nnd with Franklin 
and Adams negotiated tho treaty of Paris. 
Returning to America, ho wns for five 
years secretary for foreign affairs, and wns 
in 1780 appointed by Washington tho first 
chief justice of tho supreme court of tho 
United States, lie was minister to Kng- 
land in 1794, and in 1801 withdrew from 
public life and devoted himself to study, 
to philanthropy and to tho emancipation 
of slaves. 
It was under his direction that 


slavery was abolished in New York state 
He died May 17, 1829. 


Nov. 
1U, 1791, John Jay signed in Lon- 


don tho instrument known as .fay's treaty, 
by which most of the questions in dispute 
between England and the United Stateb 
were settled. 
There were many matters 


left without definite understanding at tho 
end of tho Revolutionary war. 
13y the 


provisions of tho Jay treaty tho northern 
boundary of Maine was determined, Amer- 
ican citizens recovered about $10,000,000 
for Illegal captures of vessels by Knglish 
cruisers siuco the peace of 1782, nnd all 
tho western pohts still hold by British gar- 
risons were surrendered. 


Tho American 
people wanted some 


things that Mr. Jay was umiblo to secure 
for them, lie could not prevail on tho 
English diplomatists to open Canadian 
ports to American vessels or to grant a 
free traffic in West Indian boas, and the 
regulations upon neutrality as between 
English and French privateers v.'ero not 
what his countrymen desired. 


Tho Jay treaty was really only supple- 


mentary to the treaty of J'aris, by which 
tho Revolutionary war was ended, and (be 
growing strength of tho Mates rendered Its 
citiy.ens impatient of anything lens than a, 
complete concession by Knglaml. 
Jiiy 


was most roundly abused. Public mot-t- 
ings were held in half tho cities of tlw 
country, and ho was noeused of having 
been purchased with British gold. 


Hut President Washington lelt. assured a 


substantial advantage had been gainc'd, 
and ho approved tho treaty, tho senate 
ratifying IIIK approval Aug. 11, 171J5.— 
Chicago Times-Herald.
